The  one 
was  that  he  was  under  obligation  to  make 
the  most  efficient  preacher  possible  under 

<Jod  for  him  to  make;  the  other.  was  that  if 
it  was  God’s  will  for  him  to  have  an  educa 
Mon.  or  the  ml  vantages  of  literary  and  the- 
ological training,  there  would  be  an  open 
door.  -Given  a sense  of  rc*pon»fbility  for 
oho  s talents  and  the  opportunity'  to  raise 
them  to  the  (lightest  igunt  of  efficiency. 

it  follow*  that  the  opportunity  will  lw> 
redeemed. 

I take  it  that  the  chief  value  of  a theo- 
logical course  is  found  in  jthe  fact  that  it 
makes  a preacher  so  at  home  with  his 
books,  especially  the  book,  that  he  knows 
how  to  use  them  efficiently  in  his  life  work. 

He  learns  something  of  the  canon*  of  inter* 
pretation  from  the  masters  of  hermeneutics, 
that  will  keep  him  from  running  wild  in  his 
exegesis  of  scripture  Theh  he  lesms  how 
to  distinguish  between  the  wheat  and  the 
chaff  in  questions  of  Biblical  criticism.  The 
f*'r  yet  unfaltering  spirit  with  Which  the 
Divine  authority  of  scripture  is  maintained 
in  our  Seminary  at  Louisville  marks  it  as 
one  of  the  strongest  bulwarks  for  the  de- 
fence of  “the  faith  once  for  all  delivered 


to  the  saints’’  to  be  found  anywhere.  In 
them,  days  when  *o  many  institutions  of 
learning,  even  theological  seminar***.  ,Jav 
fast  and  loose  with  this  great  doctrine 
inspiration  or  Divine  aiithoritv  of  the 
word,  it  is  refreshing  to  see  a broad  gauged 
institution  with  sound  scholarship  and  ca«h. 
oheity  of  spirit,  standing  unflinchingly  for 
this,  the  bedrock  of  the  On-intia.i  faith 
Some  other  mat itut ions,  even  further  south 
though  not  of  «„r  faith.  Mr  the  impress  „f 
the  radical  criticism  to  such  an  extent  as 
o augur  no  good  for  the  future.  When 
Baptists  surrender  this  citadel  they  may  as 
**^•11  fpnt  the  field  as  a separate  foreg  in'  the 
< nnstisn  world,  for  when  thev  can  no  long- 
er Show  a,  “Thus  aaith  the  !,»*!.“  f„r  ,heir 
distinctive  principles  they  have  removed  the 
foundations  on  which  they  rest  Thank 
God  for  such  a Seminary  as  ours  is.  in  such 
a time  as  this. 

The  vonng  preacher  who  thinks  himself 
original  and  who  i*  constantly  discovering 
ne*»  ini iTprela lions  of  scripture  ought  to  g» 
to  the  Seminary,  and  go  with  the  professors 
to  that  eminence  from  which  they  can  view 
the  landscape  o'er  and  familiarise  themselve* 
with  the  historv  of  doctrine  They  w ill  find 
Mwf  mjtnv  of  tbfMr  n^w  <1iarnvcric«  art  r\ 
I'lnded  heresies  of  other  days,  presenting 
themselves  possibly  in  some  new  garb  Manv 
a theological  fad  ia  only  some  hoary,  but 
false,  dogma  liearing  a new  name  . 

Not  to  be  despised  among  the  assets  of 
a seminary  course  are  the  fellowships  form 
*1  at 'the  Seminary.  These  will  be  an  in 
‘Uiration  and  atimulnna  throughout  life 
Thev  have  contributed  much  to  tile  unity 
and  strenrth  of  the  Souther,,  Baptist  fW. 
vent  ion  the  mightiest,  religious  force, 
among  Baptists,  in  the  world  todav  Broth, 
or  preacher  if  van  expect  to  work  with  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  von  will 
greatly  increase  the  sphere  of  vour  influence 
and  power,  and  therefore  glorify  God.  hv 
taking  a course  in  the  Southern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary.
